EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The above amendments have been made by the Examiner to remove improper 
multiple dependency language in the claims. The above dependent claims recited the 
dependency to claim 71 in multiple parts of the claim. Once the dependent claim was 
shown to depend, and include the features, of claim 71 there is no need to repeat that 
parts of the claim are dependent from claim 71 as all features have been previously 
incorporated. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
recites a railroad car truck having a sideframe and wheelsets mounted with the 
sideframe. A bearing adapter is placed in the pedestal seat of the sideframe and 
engages the axles of the wheelset. The bearing adapter has a pair of axially spaced 
apart arches formed to seat on a cylindrical casing of the roller bearing. The pedestal 
seat and the bearing adapter have metal rolling contact engagements surfaces and fore 
and aft arcuate profiles. The profiles permit a forward and reverse rolling contact rocking 
of the wheelset bearing lengthwise relative to the sideframe. 

The prior art made of reference, taken singularly or in combination does not 
adequately disclose the features of the instant invention. Specifically, the prior art of 
Day discloses a railcar truck having an arcuate surface between the sideframe and 
bearing adapter, however, as shown In figure 3, the surface only allows for lateral, or left 
and right movement of the sideframe and does not show a fore and aft movement of the 
bearing adapter relative to the sideframe. Also, the prior art of Janeway shows arcuate 
surfaces on the wheelset and sideframe but goes on to explain that the structure 
specifically prevents any longitudinal movement yet alone any movement of the bearing 
adapter fore and aft relative to the sideframe.
